"Too much wood is overkill," says Jon- 
athan. So long, pine cabinets! (Besides, 
notes Drew, "they were cheap.") The up- 
dated kitchen, with its warm gray tones 
and blue accents, "still has a country 
charm," says Drew, "but we made it more 
functional." Indeed, new ceiling-height 
cabinets provide much-needed storage, 
and recessed bulbs brighten up the room. 
The bigger island — with granite coun- 
tertops and a built-in cooktop — seats 
five. Another bonus: Jonathan moved 
the washer and dryer from the basement 
to a small suite he created right off the 
kitchen, saying, "Rosemary hated taking 
her laundry all the way down."

That rustic 
entryway to the updated bathroom helps preserve a traditional feel. Explains Drew, 
"We have to keep a certain character and elements you'd see on a ranch."

Though the homeowners insisted on 
keeping the room's hardwood floors and 
log wall, "I have definitely pulled Tom and 
Rosemary out of their comfort zone," 
boasts Jonathan. He convinced them to 
let him paint the pine ceiling a soft white 
for a more contemporary look and install 
a bigger window to take advantage of the 
mountains in the distance. "The view is 
a big part of the living room. No one has 
what they have," he says. "But you had 
to be sitting down on a low couch to see 
it." Decluttering ("They had knickknacks 
and memorabilia everywhere," says 
Drew) adds to the open and clean feel.

In less than four years, Katniss Ever- 
deen has gone from Girl on Fire to Girl 
Who Must Seize Control of the Gov- 
ernment Before the Districts Flame 
Out.

Given 
Lawrence's fearless acting talents, it's 



a shame she's cheated out of fully 
experiencing a few key events in the 
third act. (At least said events are 
faithful to the source material.) Even 
ardent fans can admit that Mockingjay, 
the bleakest and weakest entry in the 
book trilogy, never should have been 
split into two films. But Katniss is a 
classic heroine who transcends the 
darkness. The odds will always be in 
her favor, as well they should be.
